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Narrative Description
Summary

The Borough of Mountain Lakes, located in north-central New Jersey, was founded as a
planned residential park. It is characterized by a chain of nine man-made lakes, natural
streams and springs, acres of woods and wetlands of dedicated parkland, and
undeveloped borough-owned lots, naturalistic vegetation, and boulderstone or fieldstone
walls.! The proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District consists of approximately three-
quarters of the Borough of Mountain Lakes, encompassing nearly 1,400 acres with a total
of 1087 contributing and 543 non-contributing buildings, sites and structures. According
to these categories, the district includes 738 contributing and 443 non-contributing
buildings (houses, schools, churches, garages, stores/commercial buildings and
boathouses), 43 contributing sites (lakes, open space and entry gates), and 306
contributing and 100 non-contributing structures (roadway system, bridges, walls, piers,
exterior fireplaces and pergolas). All of these items are individually described in this
Section 7. Outside the Historic District's provisional boundaries, the area located east
consists predominately of mid-twentieth century housing. The area west is part of the
Lake Arrowhead development, a lake community separate in conception, architecture and
- landscape design from that of the proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District.

This application for national and state historic designation for Mountain Lakes is based
primarily upon its identity as a planned residential park. Secondarily, but notably, its
original housing stock--much of which exists today--was strongly influenced by the Arts
and Crafts movement in the United States. Beginning in 1908, developer Herbert J. |
Hapgood began purchasing land in Morris County, New Jersey for a new suburban
community that would become Mountain Lakes. In 1910, Hapgood with his landscape
engineer Arthur T. Holton began erecting sizeable comfortable homes known today as
“Hapgoods” or “Lakers.” These houses display a close relationship between land contour
and building structure, natural material in construction, and simplicity of design that
emphasizes functionality over ornamentation. Roads, too, were designed to fit the
contours of the land. These features were central to the Craftsman style of architecture
that was part of the Arts and Crafts Movement. In 1923 when Hapgood stopped building,
the Belhall Company took over housing construction. Subsequent opportunities for the
Borough to purchase undeveloped land have helped Mountain Lakes protect itself from
intrusive development and preserve its original design and character as a residential park.
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Location and Setting

The Borough of Mountain Lakes is located near the center of Morris County, northwest
of the intersection of Routes 1-287, I-80 and north of New Jersey State Route 46 that
forms part of the town’s southern boundary. This southern boundary is interspersed with
small shopping plazas and restaurants. To the north is the town of Boonton and to the
west is the town of Denville. On the east and south, Parsippany-Troy Hills Township
borders Mountain Lakes. The proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District is centrally
located within the Borough of Mountain Lakes and consists of approximately three-
quarters of the area of the Borough. The Historic District, beginning at Route 46 and
Crane Road, is bounded by the south side of Route 46; the northwest side of Crane Road,;
the northwest side of North Pocono Road; the northwest side of West Shore Drive to the
Denville/Mountain Lakes border in the Tourne; the southeast side of the Boonton
Township/ Mountain Lakes border through the Tourne; the middle of Rock Lane; the
north side of Boulevard; the northeast side of Fanny Road; the southern side of the
railroad right of way, encompassing both sides of Woodland Road to the south side of
Midvale Road; the south side of Midvale Road; and the south side of the railroad right of
way. To complete the circumference of the boundaries, turn right at the railroad trestle
and proceed west on Route 46 to Crane Road.

Geography and Topography

In the seventeenth century the Mountain Lakes area was known as Old Forges. By 1710
it was part of Whippanong, then the Hanover area and by 1759 it had become part of the
Great Boonton Tract. In 1798 a small area became part of Boonton Township and the
rest was within Hanover Township. The name Mountain Lakes aptly reflects the physical
characteristics of this small residential community in Morris County. In Mountain Lakes,
New Jersey’s Piedmont hills and the Highlands’ rocky exposures come together. Nine-
man-made lakes created from springs, along with woods and wetlands provide both
beauty and recreation within the Borough. Mountain Lakes encompasses approximately
2.9 miles of land combined with 167 acres of lakes, for a total of 3.2 square miles. Most
Borough land drains into the Whippany River watershed and the remainder drains into
the Rockaway River. The divide between the two drainage basins is the ridge just west
of Birchwood Lake. Receding northward at the end of the last Ice Age, the Wisconsin
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Glacier formed much of the topography of Mountain Lakes. The glacier deposited a
giant pile of debris and glacial drift of rocks, soil and large boulders. Additionally, the
glacier buried--under several hundred feet of drift--a river that serves as an aquifer.
Borough land includes the terminal moraine of the glacier's southern end. This consists of
long ridges of soil and rock left at the lower portion of the glacier as it melted. As a
result, there are different soil types and various underground water sources.

A substantial part of the present-day character of Mountain Lakes is derived from
municipally owned parkland that buffers the northern and southeastern boundaries, and
by a string of five lakes in the Borough’s northwest quadrant. Small streams and
underground springs throughout the Borough make groundwater plentiful. Yet, the
streams’ small volume, as well as the swift drop in elevation from the heights of the
Toume on the Borough’s western edge to Intervale Road on the east, produces little flood
plain development. The streams, underground springs and poorly drained soil were
conditions utilized by early developers to create the Borough’s nine lakes. By damming
these wetlands in the late nineteenth century the Fox Lakes Ice Company created three
lakes and in 1910 Hapgood began to form six more lakes. The lakes are Birchwood,
Crystal, Sunset, Olive, Shadow, Cove (or Propagation Pool), Reservoir (or Grunden’s
Pond), Mountain and Wildwood. Located at the northern border of the Borough is
Birchwood Lake with the highest elevation and fed by runoff from the Tourne, an
adjacent county park. Water flows from Birchwood through each lake in succession,
gathering water from storm sewer run-offs to Wildwood Lake at the end of the chain.
Mountain Lake, the largest, has an area of 79 acres and averages six feet in depth. The
Mountain Lakes watershed is contained entirely within the Borough’s boundaries. The
proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District encompasses the two main lakes of Mountain
Lakes and Wildwood, with Mountain Lakes centered to the west and Wildwood Lake
centered to the east. Within the Historic District’s northwest section are the three smaller
lakes of Olive, Shadow and Cove. At the northwest boundary are the larger Sunset,
Crystal and Birchwood Lakes. In the design implemented by Hapgood and his landscape
engineer Arthur T. Holton, landscape was the prime layout determinant with housing
planned around the lakes and emphasis placed on aesthetic use of topography and
hydrolo gy.2

The Lake Arrowhead section of the Borough, outside of the Historic District, contains
portions of two additional lakes that flow into the Rockaway River basin and are not part
of the chain. Great Bay has an area of almost two acres within Borough boundaries, and
Bay of Deep Waters has two-and-one-half acres within Mountain Lakes. These lakes
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extend into the neighboring township of Denville.

The Ramapo-Peapack geologic fault runs through the Borough. Although its precise
location is unknown, it is believed to follow the railroad right of way between Intervale
Road and Morris Avenue.

Historic Integrity

Historic integrity is defined as the ability of a property to convey its significance by
presenting a high state of preservation. The proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District
achieves this high state of preservation through the notable and pervasive presence of
original conditions in its site, setting, design, materials, workmanship, and feeling or,
distinct sense of place. The Mountain Lakes Historic District continues to exist in the
same location of its founding. The original setting of nine man-made lakes, natural
streams and springs, and woodlands has been preserved. Also retained is the design of a
residential park featuring lakes, acres of woods and wetlands of dedicated parkland and
undeveloped borough lots, naturalistic vegetation, winding roads, stone walls and
Craftsman homes built to complement the contours of the land. Continuity also is
apparent in the presence of original materials and workmanship in both landscape and
building components. Trees such as eighty-year-plus oaks (querus sp.) and mature
plantings such as rhododendrons (rhododendron sp.) and forsythia (forsythia sp.) exist
throughout the district. Craftsman homes display design features such as boxy shapes
and foursquare designs. Natural materials and early workmanship abound through the
presence of original stucco, boulderstone or fieldstone walls and chimneys and interior
chestnut trim. Garages, present from the first years of construction, also were Craftsman
style and built either freestanding or tucked under a porch. Freestanding garages mimic -
the form and roof design of homes. These original garages are prevalent throughout the
proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District. Additionally, structures such as original
piers, pergolas and outdoor fireplaces continue to complement both landscape design and
architecture.

In the proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District emphasis is placed upon the cumulative
effect rather than individual parts. The contributing impact of both landscape
components and architecture underscores the designation proposal as an organic whole
based upon residential park status. All historic houses from Hapgood and Belhall are
contributing although many have been modified from their original states. Non-
contributing buildings are those that were not present during the period of significance,
1908-1938.
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Following a hiatus in residential construction during World War I, the postwar years
brought a significant increase in home building in the Borough of Mountain Lakes. Post
1945 through the mid-1950s saw an average of 28 houses built each year and with a peak
in 1954 of 40 new homes. In 1956 Mountain Lakes Borough slowed residential
development by refusing to sell borough-owned building sites unless new borough land
was acquired. The construction of new homes by the late 1950s averaged 17 per year;
from the mid-1960s through 1978 an average of three new homes was built each year.
The 1980s also saw some new residential building but beginning in the mid-to-late 1990s,
new construction accelerated in the Borough of Mountain Lakes.

The proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District also experienced the population growth
and construction patterns evident in the larger Borough. In response to the increasing
residential population, non-contributing school buildings were constructed--Wildwood
Elementary School in 1953 and Mountain Lakes High School in 1958. The majority of
non-contributing dwellings in the Historic District were constructed during the late 1940s
and peaked in the decade of the 1950s.” Some limited home building did occur in the
1960s, 70, and 80s. The post-1938, non-contributing houses through the 1980s mainly
consist of Cape Cod, Colonial Revival, split-level and ranch styles. During the mid-to late
1990s until the present, some non-contributing houses have been built in a Craftsman
Revival style. Within Hapgood’s original footprint of development that is the basis of the
Historic District’s boundaries, non-contributing dwellings are interspersed with
contributing ones. For examples of this placement see photos 26 and 35. When land for
residential building became scarce, homeowners subdivided large house lots. These
subdivisions, along with the continued but limited sale of Borough-owned lots, allowed
for the construction of new houses adjacent to older homes. This pattern emerged in the
post-war decades and continues to the present day. For example, on Ball Road, of a total
of 47 houses, 19 are non-contributing. Of these, one was built in 1948, 12 were built in
the 1950s, one in 1966, one in 1970, two in the 1980s and two in the 1990s. On the
Boulevard, of a total of 77 dwellings, 34 are non-contributing. Of these, one was built in
1949, 17 were built in the 1950s, three in the 1960s, two in the 1970s, seven in the 1980s,
two in the 1990s and two in the 2000s. On Laurel Hill Road, of a total of 54 houses, 25
are non-contributing. Of these, 20 were built in the 1950s, three in the 1960s, one in the
1970s and one in 2003. These representative roads are described at length under the
following heading “Landscape and Architecture.” Additionally, throughout the Historic
District there are numerous examples of non-contributing dwellings co-existing with
contributing structures such as garages, stone walls and piers. This pattern illustrates how
non-contributing buildings built since the 1940s have accommodated and preserved the
residential park setting of the proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District.
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During the postwar decades when new construction replaced a Hapgood or Belhall house,
it was usually because the original historic house had been destroyed by fire or neglect.
Recent practice has deviated from this model. During the last ten years--and accelerating
in the recent present--there has been the deliberate demolition of historic buildings in
order to construct new residential housing. For example, Hapgood house no.73 built in
1912 was demolished to build in 2001 the non-contributing dwellings at 69 Bellvale
Road. Similarly, Hapgood house no.10 was demolished to construct in 2001 the non-
contributing residence at 24 Dartmouth Road.

Landscape and Architecture

The streets of the proposed Mountain Lakes Historic District are one contributing
resource, as they are an integral part of Hapgood’s original vision. The streets of
Mountain Lakes were laid out by Hapgood and his designers to define his residential park
suburb. They follow the existing topography, with gentle curves in plan. Their
picturesque character is defined by the narrow width, the typical lack of sidewalks, the
overarching canopy of mature trees, the extensive amount of stonework in walls and
bridges, and the large setback (generally a minimum of 40 feet) from street to house.
Building lots and lakes within the Historic District were laid out by Hapgood as well. A
majority of streets in Mountain Lakes run parallel to the long sides of Mountain Lake.
The three streets chosen to exemplify the character of the proposed Mountain Lakes
Historic District are representative, and run roughly in a southwest (from the Route 46
border) to northeast direction (at the Boonton border).

Ball Road

Ball Road is south of Mountain Lake and is located between two busier streets, Lake
Drive to the north and Morris Avenue to the south. Ball Road runs from Rockaway
Terrace in the southwest to Bellvale Road in the southeast and is bisected almost in the
middle by Midvale Road, another well-used access street. It is .8 mile long in total, and
mountable curbs on both sides flank the narrow 14 foot roadbed.

Starting from the Rockaway Terrace end, the road is straight and rises gently to its

highest point around the house at 93 Ball Road. This section is considered to be one of
the most serene streetscapes in town. The houses are set back from the road at varying
distances, and are slightly above or at grade level. Ball Road is in the R-A zone, which
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requires a 40 foot setback from the road. Mature trees are tall, ranging from 50-60 feet
high to form a dappled shade canopy over the road, but have been planted on private
property, thus leaving the right of way clear and enhancing green space. The tree stock is
predominately red and white oak (querus rubra and querus alba) and tulip poplar
(liriodendren tulipi fera). Informal, undulating hedgerows of yew (taxus sp.), forsythia
(forsythis sp.), thododendron (rhododendron sp.), barberry (berberis thunbergii) and the
occasional boulder softly define property boundaries. Grass lawns often are punctuated
with planting beds and are filled with the same plant material as well as azalea
(rhododendron sp.), euonymus (euonymus sp.), lilac (syringe sp.), hollies (ilex sp.), and
dogwood trees (cornus sp.). Spruce (picea pungens) and cypress evergreens
(chamaecyparis sp.) also are used as hedges or for privacy. Ground covers of ivy (hedera
helix), myrtle (periwinkle vinca minor) and hosta (plantaginca sp.) abound where shade
is predominant and in some cases are used in place of grass.

A distinctive freestanding pillar-and-wall combination can be found near the top of the
road between the houses at 110 and 106 Ball Road on the north side (see photo 5). Itis
used to define property edges and driveway entrances. A 5-foot high and 25-inch square
pillar defines the most southwestern cornerstone and is constructed of boulderstone with
a cast concrete cap. It juts out 2 inches from an attached stone wall that is 3 feet high.
Rather than making the height transition in a curve, which is more frequently found, it is
made in two steps, each covered in cast concrete. This design is used in several places
here.

As Ball Road slopes downward and curves approaching Midvale Road, the landscape
changes. The land rises on the north side and dips on the southern side, making the
properties either above or below street level, but still at varying setbacks from the road.
Retaining walls and pillars become the norm here, usually of boulderstone but brick-and-
railway tie construction also exist. On the northern side, these walls hold back dirt on the
private property side, and on the lower side act as a way of holding up the road. The
northern side has walls that are 2-3 feet high with straight tops that are often adorned with
jagged rocks, hand troweled cement or a combination of both. The southern walls are
much lower at the street side, starting at ground level and rising to about a foot. The tree
stock changes to predominantly mature varieties of maple (acer sp.), some of which are
14 inches in diameter. Many of the trees have been planted in the right of way and some
suffer from girdling roots. Privet hedge (ligustrum sp.), ivy (herea helix) and perennials
have been planted near the curb edge on both sides as the road nears Midvale Road.
White pine (pinus strobes), spruce (picea pungens), forsythia (forsythia sp.), and
rhododendron (rhododendron sp.) can be found at the southern corner.
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From Midvale Road the roadbed slopes gently upward and slowly curves to meet
Bellvale Road, which it joins as a merge rather than at an abrupt angle. Midway between
Midvale Road and Bellvale Road, Ball Road is joined by Elm Road, which goes south
and down to the railroad station. This whole section of Ball Road cuts through a hillside,
and the houses on the north side have been set high and sometimes well above eye level.
Some houses on the south side are well below the roadbed especially at the beginning and
end of this section. Several of the homes on the north side actually front on the next
street above Ball Road, called Hillcrest Road. Several sets of steep steps leading from
the street to various homes form interesting features of this area. Now somewhat derelict,
abandoned and overgrown with moss and ivy (hedera helix), these steps are reminders of
earlier days before the advent of cars when people walked out of necessity and wanted to
shorten climbing up a hill to their homes.

The steep slope on the north has been held back by a variety of methods: poured concrete
walls, boulderstone and mortar, dry laid rock walls, large boulders, excessive vegetation,
or a combination thereof. The tallest retaining wall here is composed of moss-covered
boulderstone and mortar. It runs from 4-6 feet high, flanks a wide set of 11 steps and is
built at a 45 degree angle from the road. In general, though, these walls are lower, from
1-3 feet. The tops are usually flat, and may be finished with cement or jagged rocks. At
the top of Elm Road, a boulderstone and mortar wall has been built in a semicircle to
accommodate a fire hydrant marked 1930. Pillars are usually square and not much higher
than the walls they flank, but round pillars are found on the south side near Midvale. One
unique variation to a retaining wall can be found on the south side, at 48 Ball Road,
which is below street level. Attached to a retaining wall is a wooden deck and railing
about 10 feet deep and 30 feet long, built to accommodate off-road car parking at street
level. The king of all boulders on this street sits next to a set of steps on the north side
near Bellvale Rd. It is easily 7 feet wide, 5 feet tall and 10 feet deep. Although not old
enough to be covered with lichens, it looks as if it could have been a relic from the town-
wide sewering project that occurred in the late 1970s.

The vegetation and street canopy is dense at the Midvale Road end. Prominent trees,
mostly planted in the right of way, are Norway maple (acer platanoides), oak (querus
sp.) and ash (fraxinus excelsior). These species also appear in areas left natural on the
north slopes along with aforementioned shrubs and ground covers. The deutzia shrub
(deutzi sp.) grows prolifically along with hosta (plantaginea sp.). Properties on the
flatter, south side are more formally landscaped and include more evergreens and privet
hedges. Towards the Bellvale Road end, the canopy is open, and Japanese maple (acer
palmatum), evergreen trees, yew hedges (taxus sp.) and grass successfully grow there.
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Laurel Hill Road is 1.1 mile long and runs from the Boulevard in the southwest to Lowell
Ave. in the northeast, roughly dividing what is commonly referred to as the “hill section”
of town. The road is 18 feet wide and has mountable curbs. It is intersected by three
roads, Tower Hill Road, North Briarcliff Road, and North Glen Road, and joins two other
roads, Martin’s Lane and Condit Road. The street is fairly level at the Boulevard, but
starts to visibly rise and then curves severely near Condit Road. The highest point is
midway between North Briarcliff Road and North Glen Road. Just after North Glen
Road, it immediately drops and levels off as it ends at Lowell Avenue.

Laurel Hill Road cuts into the Boulevard at a 90 degree angle but then curves northeast as
it joins Tower Hill Road. The houses are set back from the street at least 40 feet.
Retaining walls are about 2 feet high, and boulders proliferate here, used as edging or as
integral parts of landscaping. A mature canopy of oak (querus sp.) and birch trees cover
the roadway. Mountain laurel (kalmia latifolia), hemlock (tsuga canadensis), and spruce
(picea pungens) are popular shrubs and myrtle (periwinkle vinca minor) and pachysandra
(terminalis sp.) form the ground cover of choice.

The north section between Tower Hill Road and Condit Road has forested areas with
houses set back and far apart but visible, from the road. The land gets steeper and houses
are situated high to take advantage of a long-distance view of New York City. Some of
these forested areas are Borough-owned and have been left in a natural state. This north
side of the road is more informal looking than the south side, and it is not uncommon to
see overgrown areas of poison ivy (vhus radicans), bittersweet (celastrus orbiculatus)
and grape vines (vitus sp.) in a state of decline dispersed among trees, especially near
Tower Hill Road. There is a dense street canopy primarily of mature beech (fagus
sylvatica), ash (fraxinus excelsior), Norway maple (acer plananoides) and black locust
(robinia pseudoacacia). However, plantings of dogwood (cornus sp.), forsythia
(forsythia sp.), white pine (pinus strobus), yew (taxus sp.), enonymus (euonymus sp.),
myrtle (periwinkle vinca minor) and rhododendron (rhododendron sp.) also are plentiful.
Mature spruce (picea pungens) and other evergreens have been used on private
properties. Mulberry (morus sp.) and sassafras (sassafras albibum) are found in the right
of way nearer Condit Road. Various-sized boulders and large rocks are found
everywhere. As elsewhere in town, they have been used here for decoration, informal
walls, terraces, edges for planting beds, or, just allowed to exist because they are too hard
to move. The south side features homes that are closer together but still nicely spaced
apart. They are at or gently below street level and located at varying distances from the

road.
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Boulderstone walls line both sides of Laurel Hill Road, either free standing or as

retaining walls and are usually mortared. Freestanding pillars as much as 5 feet 6 inches
high also have been used to mark the entrances and exits to semicircular driveways.
Sometimes a hedge of barberry (berberis thunbergii) or yew (taxus sp.) is planted
between them in the lawn areas. The pillars are usually square and may display poured
cement, troweled cement, or jagged rocks as a top. Sometimes the tops of the pillars and
walls have been filled with dirt to become planters. Occasionally, rocks have been placed
in such a way as to make a decorative course just under the top edge. The usual pattern
includes rocks placed the long side going up and down rather than at random or sideways,
and sometimes this course is the same color such as the purple of native puddingstone.

From Condit Road to North Briarcliff Road, Laurel Hill Road curves and gently dips.
The landscape continues as before with forested patches, some houses behind stone walls
and some open to the street. Roadside plantings include hemlock (tsuga canadensis),
beech (fagus sylvatica), pine sassafras (pinus sassafras), dogwood (cornus sp.),
rhododendron (rhododendron sp.) and leucothoe (leucothoe fontanesiana). At 92 Laurel
Hill Road, ledge rock has been incorporated into the design of the boulderstone wall, and
85 Laurel Hill Road is almost entirely obscured from view by a densely planted
rhododendron (rhododendron sp.) and yew (taxus sp.) hedge 15-20 feet high. On the
western edge of this particular property a small stream travels down the hill and goes
underneath the road through a culvert. A 3 foot high boulderstone bridge has been
erected on the north side of the road to protect this area.

The comer of Laurel Hall and North Briarcliff is open. The northwest corner property
sits at a 45 degree angle to the road. It features a 128 inch wide set of steps leading to the
front of the house that is flanked by two 6 feet tall, 22 inch square, stone pillars. Each is
imbedded with a 10 x 18 inch sign that say “Griggsby Station.” Local tradition says that
this was a trolley stop, but the trolley did not run on this road. Research indicates that the
sign is a reference to a poem by the folk author James Whitcomb Riley (ca. 1849-1916)
entitled “Griggsby Station.” In this poem the author describes how he misses his country
home of Griggsby Station, where “we ust to be happy and so pore!” The stone wall
attached to these pillars is 43 inches high and capped with jagged rocks. Across the street
on the opposing northwest corner, also at a 45 degree angle to the road, is a set of brick
pillars that similarly flank wide steps that are located behind three sections of a wrought
iron gate painted white. The motif on each of the gates is urns of fruits and grapes that
are being nibbled by winged birds at each side of the urn. The brick pillars have two tiers
of cast concrete caps. The southeast comer has a boulderstone wall with an opening
flanked by pillars at a 45 degree angle to the road. As this wall goes up the hill and turns
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onto Laurel Hill, it becomes a retaining wall with barely a foot visible in the right of way
but 10-12 feet below the road surface. It is in a state of disrepair.

Laurel Hill Road from North Briarcliff to North Glen is straight and dips downward
gently. The properties on the north side are above street level and those on the south side
are well below street level except for one house that appears to be perched right next to
the road. This property is very steep and has a series of narrow stone wall terraces to
allow some sections of the property to be level. One house here features a very long
sweep of lawn, which can be accessed by a set of wide steps (11 feet) surrounded by
stone pillars that have electrified lamps. The attached stone wall has been curved at one
point to accommodate the roots and girth of a very large tulip poplar (liriodendren tulipi
fera ). Rhododendrons (rhododendron sp.) have been planted at the top of the wall. The
road canopy of oak (querus sp.) and Norway maple (acer platanoides) gives dappled
shade with open patches here.

From North Glen to Lowell there are patches of natural areas interspersed with houses.
The initial steep decline of the road cuts through an 8 foot hillside on the north that has
been planted with myrtle (periwinkle vinca minor) and yew (taxus sp.). White pine
(pinus strobus) has been planted on the south side, but the canopy is mainly of oak
(querus sp.) and beech (fagus sylvatica). A notable feature of one property is a group of
3 mature spruce (picea pungens) trees, each with a diameter of 14-16 inches, where the
road becomes flat. Stone walls are lower here than elsewhere, anywhere from 6 to 20
inches, and boulders also have been used to mark driveway openings. The natural areas
look similar to others on this street. Natural ledge rock and boulders are featured among
landscape plantings.

The Boulevard

The Boulevard runs in a northeast direction from Route 46 to Fanny Road, a street that
also marks the border between Mountain Lakes and Boonton. It is 2.2 miles long,
approximately 40 feet wide, and although it gently rises, falls and curves, it is perceived
as being fairly straight. Like most of the streets in town, the streetscape can be most
simply described as a park-like setting. Although there are open spaces, especially at
street intersections, the road has a canopy of very mature trees, mainly oak (querus sp.),
maple (acer sp.) and ash (fraxinus excelsior), some of which are 50-60 feet high.
However, many other species are found in the right of way as well as in the natural areas
that are interspersed generously and randomly between private properties along the entire
length of the road. Except for a short section near Route 46, it is entirely residential.
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The natural areas are filled with oak (querus sp.), ash (fraxinus excelsor), and maple trees
(acer sp.) including Norway maple (acer platanoides), beech (fagus sylvatica), sassafras
(sassafras albibum), birch (betula sp.), sycamore (platanus occidentalus), and black
locust (robinia pseudoacacia). Where the canopy is dark, the trees may be very spindly.
Many of the areas have trees in a state of decline or fallen. Some areas are overgrown
with grapevines. The understory includes numerous dogwood varieties and plants that
have escaped cultivation such as barberry (berberis thunbergii), forsythia (forsythia sp.),
euonymus (euonymus sp.), oriental bittersweet (celstrus orbiculatus) and wisteria
(wisteria sinensis). Small hemlock (tsuga canadensis), thododendron (rhododendron sp.)
and mountain laurel (kalmia latifolia) are frequently found. Moss, ivy (hedera helix) and
dead leaves often are seen as ground covers. In the more formally landscaped areas,
spruce (picea pungens), fir (albies sp.) and yew (taxus sp.) trees are prevalent, and hedges
of arborvitae (thuja occidentalis), yew (taxus sp.), juniper (juniperus sp.), cedar (cedrus
sp.) and even hydrangea (hydrangea sp.) are popular and successful.

The most distinguishing feature of the Boulevard is a walking/jogging path that runs on
the north side from Pocono Road to Fanny Road. The path is 8 feet wide, covered with
asphalt, and separated from the actual road by grass strips that vary greatly in width from
90 feet at Pocono Road to as little as 4 feet. This path was formerly the roadbed for
trolley tracks that went from Boonton to Denville in the early days of the town. Heavily
used, at any given time one can find on the path an assortment of walkers, joggers, dog
walkers, children on bikes with training wheels, babies being walked in strollers and even
high school sports teams exercising.

Houses are spaced unevenly apart and vary greatly in their distance from the road. The
north side has hilly sections especially around Lake Drive. Some of the homes there are
located at the top of fairly steep driveways. Homes on the south side in general are
slightly below or at grade level. Homes on the north side have the advantage of being
further away from the street because of the jogging path and another right of way before
their property lines begin; homes on the south side are much closer to the road and have a
narrow 5 feet wide or seemingly nonexistent right of way.

An assortment of walls and barriers can be found along the roadway. Metal and wood
guard rails, stone pillars and chains, pillars of brick stone capped in various ways, hedges
in a variety of plant materials, extensive landscaping, stone walls, dry-laid, flat-rock
walls, stockade fencing, pillars combined with iron fencing and post and beam fencing all
exist, especially on the south side. These are described in the individual property
descriptions in this section.
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For all its bucolic beauty, the Boulevard is unlike any other street in town. Despite its
distinctly residential character, it also is a heavily traveled thoroughfare between Route
46 and points north. This is demonstrated by yellow double lines along the entire road
bed, solid painted white shoulder lines, a traffic light at the corner of Pocono Road, five
covered bus shelters, several sections of heavy duty metal or wooden highway guard
rails, and two off-road parking areas for at least 12 cars each. Pedestrian and school
crossways have been painted into the road at several intersections, and there are traffic
control signs along its length. An entrance to a parking lot for Island Beach, a swimming
beach, is about halfway along the road. Two churches are on this street, one at the corner
of Pocono, and one at the head of Lake Drive. A 3-bay fire station fronts on this road and
is next to a wide, active driveway used by police.

Although the Boulevard’s location is almost in the middle of the Borough, it does not
divide the town into two separate parts. Instead, the Boulevard functions as a central
thoroughfare for accessing streets and neighborhoods to the north and south. The
Boulevard also is the main Borough route for reaching nearby towns and roadways.

The intersection at Pocono Road is a busy corner in spite of its wooded setting. The only
traffic lights in town are here, along with abundant overhead wires and street signs, four
pedestrian crosswalks, the town hall complex complete with a lighted sign to notify the
community of timely events and St. Catherine of Siena Catholic Church. A notable
feature on the northwest corner is a Borough-owned linear park, dedicated in 1991, that
extends to North Crane Road. It is filled with several specimen trees of oak (querus sp.),
maple (acer sp.), poplar (populus sp.) and one cedar of Lebanon (cedrus Libani).

The residential section begins at Crane Road and goes all the way down the Boulevard to
the end at Fanny Road. Near Crane Road, the road passes by Propagation Pool on the
west and Grunden’s Pond on the east, both buffered by weedy vegetation, and in the case
of Grunden’s Pond, a metal guard rail. On the eastern side, the most interesting barrier is
at 330 Boulevard, a series of 17 boulderstone pillars that are 30 inches square with 6 inch
thick cement caps. They are joined together by very heavy chains, each link being about
2 inches in diameter. These chains were taken from a German World War I ship.

The comer of Lake Drive and the Boulevard is a gathering place. A road opening is cut
on the western side and leads to a parking area for 12 cars buffered from the jogging strip
by a row of euonymus (euonymus sp.). Three-foot-high stone retaining walls at the rear
of this parking area extend to Martin’s Lane. Sitting high above the stone wall at the
corner is St. Peter’s Episcopal Church. The area in front of this entire expanse of stone
wall is made of asphalt and used for parking for joggers, people taking the bus into New
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York, and church attendees. A public telephone and a roofed, open bus shelter with
stucco piers covering two benches is located in a grass strip here next to the jogging path.
Another bus shelter is located on the opposite side of the road. The jogging strip rises
above the road here and is close enough to the roadway to require rails for safety. Cable
wire has been threaded through wooden posts for a distance of approximately 300 feet.

Another parking area for twelve cars has been made in the right of way at the western
side of North Briarcliff Road, with a roofed bus shelter on the opposite side of the road.
Another variation of retaining wall is behind this shelter and is composed of boulderstone
pillars linked by iron pipes. Iron pipe railings also are featured on a set of steps going
down to the bottom of a culvert around the house at 130 Boulevard on the east side. On
the opposite side of the road, well set back in the right of way and also protecting the
same culvert on the west side, is one of the more unusual stone walls on the Boulevard.
The freestanding wall is 48 feet long and flanked by two 6-%; foot pillars. The pillars

are topped with stones fashioned to make a rounded cone cap. The wall makes two
semicircular dips but is flat topped in the middle. The top is covered with rounded rocks.

From North Glen to the end of the road, the properties become more or less level with the
- road. The intersection of Cobb Road on the west marks the end of residential property
directly on the Boulevard on this side. From Cobb Road to Fanny Road there is an eye-
shaped buffer of Borough-owned weed trees between the jogging path on the Boulevard
side and Elcock Avenue on the other side. It is 50-60 feet wide at its widest point and
about 1,100 feet long. The east side of this section has only 3 homes nestled between the
natural areas. The street canopy is very dense here with oak (querus sp.), maple (acer
sp.) and ash trees (fraxinus excelsior).

Marking the end or entrance of Mountain Lakes at Fanny Road are two sets of square
pillars flanking each side of the road (see photo 8). The largest pillar is on the east and is
15 feet high. It is attached to a wall that curves down and around the corner to meet a
pillar that is 7-Y feet high. The pillars have 3-% foot sides. The pillar on the west is 12
feet high. Both are 3 ' feet square, have cement caps, and are composed of a
combination of a boulderstone framing a stucco inset in which randomly placed bricks
have been set. Each has the same style light fixture installed at the top, a globe set inside
a wrought iron decorative cage that has a metal cone cap.

With the exception of community-based buildings that consist of two churches, a
fraternal hall, a clubhouse, a railroad station (now a restaurant), two schools and a small
block of stores, all the contributing buildings of the proposed Mountain Lakes Historic
District are single-family residences. These houses, situated on a combination of gridded
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and gently curving streets, occupy wooded lots--many with picturesque lake views. The
largest number of houses built during Hapgood’s years (1910-1923) are large,
predominately stucco, dwellings designed in the Craftsman style. The later Belhall
houses (1923-1930) are smaller dwellings incorporating eclectic ornamentation and are
divided evenly into Tudor Revival, Colonial Revival and Craftsman styles. In addition to
these early 20™ century suburban homes, a few vernacular eighteenth and nineteenth
century houses survive.

Hapgood Houses

Hapgood houses in general do not admit to traditional style classifications. The primary
style designations are Craftsman and Craftsman Tudor Revival. Craftsman is used for the
majority of Hapgood houses. The houses have Craftsman features of deep, overhanging
eaves, boulderstone foundations and chimneys, open porches on the first floor and
sleeping porches on the second, and a horizontal emphasis delineated by string courses
between the first and second floor. Typically, a Craftsman home would be just 1 %
stories, but the Mountain Lakes version is more often 2 Y stories high.

Craftsman Tudor Revival refers to a particular variant of Hapgood Craftsman style. In
addition to the elements in common with the Craftsman style houses, these houses have a
representation of half-timbering, typically only on the second floor. When there is any
division of the fagade into sections with vertical, horizontal or diagonal sections, this
house is termed Craftsman Tudor Revival. For examples see photos 19, 59 and 68. The
roof lines for Craftsman and Craftsman Tudor Revival are not different.

Hapgood added details of many types to his homes, with a general reference to historical
styles, but always superimposed on the basic Craftsman massing. See photo 57 of 15
Crestview Road for an unusual styling with curving eaves and eave cut-out to resemble
thatching. Photo 70, illustrating 75 Pollard Road, presents another unique style. Here the
home has a center block and 2 large gable bays and several smaller gable dormers. A
Greek temple is alluded to at 31 Condit Road, photo 54, in the pedimented center.
Another version of Craftsman style is termed “Craftsman with Mission styling” when
there is a tile roof and Italian Classical Revival details. The house at 50 Lake Drive
illustrates this variant.

Floor Plans

Hapgood created variety out of a limited number of plans by mixing the location and
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styling of porches, entrances, style and number of dormers, types of windows, and roof
styles. The plans also were mirrored and rotated. The vast majority of Hapgood houses
fall into two categories--foursquares or center halls. The six plans represented by
Foursquare 1, 2 and 3 and Center Hall 1, 2, and 3 comprise the bulk of the Hapgood
housing (see Additional Documentation, Basic Hapgood House Drawings). There were
unique custom plans, but they represent the minority of the house plans in Mountain
Lakes.

Every description of a Hapgood house contains the surveyor’s best estimate of the
building’s floor plan. This description is based on knowledge gleaned from either
entering the house or from outside observation.

Foursquare 1 refers to a plan of approximately 500 square feet, or a foundation of
approximately 22°-0” x 22°-0.” The porch is not considered in the square footage or the
dimensions. The foursquare consists of two units of living room and one each of dining
room and kitchen. An open stairway runs along the short exterior side of the living room.
Foursquare 1 typically is two stories high.

Foursquare 2 refers to a foursquare plan of approximately 900 square feet, or
approximately 32°-0” x 32’-0.” The porch again is not considered in the dimensions.
These four squares consist of two units of living room, a dining room and a kitchen. The
dining room in this version may be octagonal and projects from the 32’ x 32’ foundation
dimension. The staircase runs up an exterior wall from both the living room and kitchen
to a joint landing, then up the center of the plan. Stairs from the second to the 3" floor
occur in one of two locations, but rarely above the stairs from the first to second floors.
Typically, entry to the house is directly into the living room from an entry porch, but
might be located on any of the three exterior sides of the living room. The Foursquare 2
house is usually three 3 stories of livable space, though the survey terms it a 2 Y% story
house because the plate height for the roof rafters is at the same level as the second floor
ceiling joists. There is a full stairway to the third floor, although it measures just 30”
wide versus the stair from the first to second floor that is normally about 42 wide.

Foursquare 3 is a somewhat rarer version of the Foursquare 2 with about 1,200 square
feet. The typical plan is like the Foursquare 2 plan with an octagonal dining room but has
a side hall attached to the foursquare.

Center hall designs are rectangular in plan and classified by the long dimension of the
main portion of the house. Again, porches are not considered in the dimensions.- There
are three types of center halls, Center Hall 1, Center Hall 2 and Center Hall 3. Each has
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an entry stair hall dividing the dining room and kitchen on one side of the plan from the
living room on the other side of the plan. The stair from the second to the third floor, if it
exists, runs directly above the risers below. Center Hall 1 has a foundation dimension of
less than 40 feet. Two variants also are shown in plans on Additional Documentation
sheets. Center Hall 1 has a foundation of 40 to 50 feet. Center Hall 3 plans have a
foundation of greater than 50 feet. The larger Center Hall plans incorporate more rooms
on the first floor such as Butler’s Pantries, Breakfast Rooms, Music Rooms, etc.

Entrances/Porches

Front entrances to the Hapgood houses were often placed under a porte-cochere or in the
center of a full-width porch. Many of the large homes have center halls with stairs near
the front door and the wide part of the hall located at the back of the house.

Front porches appear on nearly every Hapgood home. They were designed to help
families enjoy the healthful effects of the clean country environment. For this reason,
originally these porches were open to the air (see photos 51, 56, 60, 65, 66 and 67 for
examples). Most of the porches have been enclosed now for additional interior space
(See photos 52, 53 and 64 for examples). The designs of these porches show several
variants. One common porch column is a stuccoed Greek Doric column of
approximately 20” in diameter, a style favored by Gustav Stickley (see photos 51, 54 and
67). The railing with these columns is usually stuccoed with recessed horizontal panels,
and capped with a broad wood cap. A second common style is stuccoed wood piers,

- about 18” by 18” with arches running pier to pier, as seen in photo 68. There also are
examples of classically inspired, turned wood Greek Doric columns. Second-floor decks
show railing designs in several styles. These are illustrated in photos 54 and 60 (wood)
and 56 (wood above, stucco below). The railing styles include classic post-and-rail,
classic craftsman, British cross, wrought iron and classic stucco. All but the wrought iron
have precedents in original Hapgoods.

Interiors

Interior features of Hapgoods include chestnut paneling, oak floors with American walnut
border strips, box beams, prominent large fireplaces, inglenooks, and plate rails. The
typical house has vertical chestnut paneling in the living room to a height of about 40”
with a cap. The typical dining room’s chestnut paneling is approximately 60 high with a
plate cap rail. ‘
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Exterior Painting

Natural, earth-tone colors were part of the Craftsman aesthetic. Hapgood’s houses could
achieve earth-tones through the painting of both stucco and wooden trim, or by leaving
the stucco unpainted in the natural colors of the local sands used to make the stucco.
Currently, the homes are painted in a wide variety of color schemes. Original papers
from the Oak Ridge Company show that the cedar roofs were frequently stained to match
the color of the exterior trim. There are specific references to both red and forest green
roof stains to match red or green trim.

Roofs and Dormers

The typical Hapgood house has a hip, gable or gambrel roof. Some of the gambrel roof
homes are not true gambrels, but gabled roofs with a decorative eave overhang attached
on the gable end to look like a gambrel. The second floor then appears to be a house-
length shed dormer. This decorative artifice is prominent among Foursquare 1 houses,
but also is a feature of Center Hall designs, as at 80 Morris Avenue. Photo 53 depicts this
roof type on a Foursquare 1 plan.

The dormer styles include shed, gable, hip, gambrel, and eyebrow. All dormer styles are
drawn on attachment sheets.

Boulderstone

Local boulderstone, or fieldstone, was commonly used for walls, pillars, bridges,
chimneys, outdoor fireplaces and foundations. It is a distinguishing feature of historic
homes. The early masonry was characterized by deep grooves with recessed grouting
that provides for a textured appearance. A type of purple fieldstone known as
puddingstone often is mixed with the grey fieldstones in the masonry.

Belhalls

The Belhall houses are small in plan, about 750 square feet on the first floor. Normally
they are 1 % stories high, with some 2 stories. There are no 2 % story Belhall homes. A
common plan includes an entry leading directly into a living room, with a dining room
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and a kitchen at the rear of the house. The side of this house typically contains a
secondary entry porch with a breezeway connecting to a single car garage. This
breezeway is 1 story and enclosed. The second floor normally has three small bedrooms
and one bath. If there is an entry porch it is quite small, as at 104 Hanover Road (photo
75).

The Belhall homes differ from Hapgood homes in several ways. First, they are smaller
than all Hapgoods in plan and volume except Hapgood’s Foursquare 1 plans. Secondly,
their detailing is truer to the styles they represent—Craftsman, Colonial Revival and
Tudor Revival. Finally, the garage is integrated into the house plan and attached to the
house at the level of the first floor. Belhall dwellings were designed for the owners to
own a car and to enter the home from the garage as often as the front door.

The amount of fieldstone used is much less than in Hapgood-built homes. Sometimes
fieldstone is inset into stucco, as the front entry into 27 Glen Road (photo 73), but the
extensive use of fieldstone is seen only on the Craftsman styles. Brick, rarely found on
Hapgood houses, dressed stone, stucco with half-timbering, and clapboard siding are the
exterior materials used for Belhalls. The surface of the stucco used is more textured than
Hapgood houses.

Some Craftsman-styled Belhalls look very much like small Foursquare 1 Hapgood
houses. These share interior and exterior detailing of Hapgoods; overhanging eaves,
stucco exterior with fieldstone chimneys and foundations, chestnut interior woodwork,
and oak floors with American Walnut feature strips. Some or all of these houses may
have been begun by Hapgood’s Oak Ridge Company and finished by the Belhall
Company. Dwellings at 361 Morris Avenue and 404 Morris Avenue (photo 79) are
examples. They look very much like Hapgood-built 11 Cobb Road (photo 53) although
this particular home is rendered in lap siding.

Tudor Revival Belhall homes are characterized by steep slate roofs without overhangs,
multi-pane casement windows, heavily textured stucco with limited amounts of half-
timbering, and lap siding at the top of the gable ends. The main gable roof on the second
floor frequently is extended in a straight or curving line to cover a first-floor side room.
See photos 76 and 77 for Belhall Tudor Revival styled houses. Some Tudor Revival
houses are more whimsical, such as 27 Glen Road, where terra cotta pots are used as
dentil molding on the entry tower and the roof ridge is shaped like a thatched roof. See
photo 73 for this unusual home.

The architect Dudley St. Clair Donnelly designed some homes for the Belhall Company
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in the Colonial Revival Style. One of these homes is 90 Kenilworth Road, which appears
to look much the same way as it was depicted in a December 1930 Mountain Laker
article. Colonial Revival Belhall homes are divided into 1 % story gable or gambrel
roofed houses. Both types have multi-paned, double hung windows with shutters and
small roof overhangs. The first floor on the 1 % story version commonly is dressed
stone, and the second floor is lap siding. The house at 116 Kenilworth Road (photo 74)
represents this style. Another type of Colonial Revival home is represented by 104
Hanover Road (photo 75). It presents clapboard siding as the main exterior material, with
the exception of the second floor front fagade which has horizontal wood siding butted
edge-to-edge.
